The  total  gallonage  of  v/ater  pumped  during  1948  was 
94,419,000  as  against  112,878,000  in  1947. 

During  the  ^^car  6  samples  of  v/ater  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  analysis  showed  that  the 
water  was  adequately  chlorinated  and  was  satisfactory  for  drinking 
purposes. 

A  11  houses  in  the  district  have  direct  mains  supply  of 
water  with  the  exception  of  29  houses  in  Euiutanton  North  which 
have  mains  supply  from,  communal  taps.
